The  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  Contracts  and  for  this 
purpose  the  area  is  divided  into  15  seperate  districts* 

Generally  the  works  was  oarried  out  satisfactorily.  Complaints 
of  irregularity  wore  received  from  District  No  6.  The 
Contractor  failed  to  do  the  work  and  his  contract  was  terminated.

SHOPS  INSPECTION. 

All  shops  were  inspected  and  the  statutory  provisions  relating 
thereto  enforced. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

Sites  used  for  camping  were  on  the  whole  well  maintained.  Licences 
issued  numbered  17.  These  sites  are  regularly  inspected  and  no 
cause  of  complaint  was  noted, 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

No  complaints  relating  to  smoke  nuisances  were  received.  There  are 
a number  of  Factories  in  this  district  and  the  absence  of  complaints 
can  be  viewed  with  satisfaction, 

SWIMMING  POOLS  AND  BATHS. 

There  is  only  one  swimming  pool  within  the  District.  It  is 
privately  owned  and  open  only  during  the  summer  months, 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  complaints  of  this  nature  were  received. 

SCHOOLS. 

All  schools  are  periodically  visited  and  inspected,  the  water  supply 
and  sanitary  arrangements  being  supervised, 

SECTION,  D. 

Inspection  of  dwelling  houses  occupies  a considerable  amount  of  time 
Owing  to  the  influx  of  evacuees  into  the  area  there  are  a considerab 
number  of  overcrowding  cases  to  be  dealt  with. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  found  in  getting  repairs  to  properties 
carried  out.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  no  labour  is  available. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY.  COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

Inspection  of  the  majority  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  was  carried  out. 
On  the  whole  milk  is  produced  in  a satisfactory  manner  , as  the 
analytical  results  of  samples  show.  There  are  a few  producers  who 
do  not  pay  enough  attention  to  cleanliness  of  themselves  or  the 
utensils  used,  and  these  persons  are  kept  under  close  observations. 
Structural  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  a number  of 
cowsheds  and  dairies  relating  particularly  to  drainage  systems, 
lighting,  ventilation,  and  addition  of  water  supply, 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

In  the  present  emergency,  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  at  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter  House,  Holywell.  Meat  Inspection  is 
carried  out  three  or  four  days  each  week.  In  addition,  emergency 
slaughtering  of  casualties  is  done  at  all  times,  these  are  always 
examined.

PREVALENCE  -AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

9-reat  anxiety  was  f e?  t with,  regard  to  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases,  on  account  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  area, 
with  large  number  of  evacuees  always  arriving,  difficulties  of 
sanitation  in  the  country  being  more  acute  than  the  cities  from 
whences  they  came. 

Also  there  was  an  enormous  increase  of  industry  with  new  factories 
springing  up,  and  no  accommodation  to  meet  the  demands. 

Naturally  the  incidence  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  in  connection 
v/ith  the  latter  conditions  is  alarming,  especially  in  winter, 
when  transport  to  hospitalowing  to  the  state  of  the  roads  from 
snow  etc.  becomes  almost  impossible.  The  mortality  in  this  disease 
is  increased  by  lack  of  hospital  attention. 

The  high  incidence  of  Diphtheria  is  understandable.
